Obama instated as first black American president 


History’s chain broke awk¬ 
wardly yesterday, a few 
minutes later than adver¬ 
tised, a few crucial words 
shy of correct. 

When Barack Hussein 
Obama and Chief 
Supreme Court Justice 
John Roberts finally got 
the 35 words to the oath 
of office right — the chief 
justice muddled the oath, 
while Obama waited and 
smiled — the date with 
destiny was complete. 

Every colour. Every 
country, too, represented 
in the frozen masses as¬ 
sembled on the National 
Mall outside the west 
front of the U.S. Capitol. 
And a billion more, on tel¬ 
evision and online, the 
world over. 

It was arguably the 
most joyous gathering in 
U.S. history, three kilome¬ 
tres of humanity, a mes¬ 
merizing flurry of flags 
and smiles. 

A race card turned, a 


legacy trumped — and 
America made sense 
again. Different sense. 
Better sense. 

A hush fell. More words 
— 17 minutes of words. 
And the Poet-in-Chief hit 
every mark. 

“Starting today, we 
must pick ourselves 
up, dust ourselves 
off, and begin the 
work of remaking 
America.”

It was a speech that was in¬ 
tended as all things to all 
people — the unfurling 
once again of that widest 
possible umbrella that 
brought him to power.

the mountaintop unmen¬ 
tioned. Perhaps what you 
can see speaks for itself.

“The time has come to 
reaffirm our enduring 
spirit; to choose our bet¬ 
ter history; to carry for¬ 
ward that precious gift, 
that noble idea, passed on 
from generation to gener¬ 
ation,” said Obama, chan¬ 
nelling the spirits of 
Kennedy and Jefferson. 

“Starting today, we 
must pick ourselves up, 
dust ourselves off, and be¬ 
gin the work of remaking 
America,” said Obama. 

Canada’s representative 
at the ceremony, Citizen¬ 


ship Minister Jason Ken¬ 
ny, told Torstar, “There 
was almost disbelief when 
it was finally done. 

“People were crying, 
hugging each other. There 
was an authenticity to the 
moment that you don’t al¬ 
ways see in political life.” 

Kenny sat at the front, 
flanked by many of the 
surviving civil-rights war¬ 
riors on whose shoulders 
Obama now stands. 

However the next four 
years unfold, the reality is 
that a child born today, 
black or white or other¬ 
wise, will grow up taking 
this day as a matter of his¬ 
torical fact.

Dog days of pet talk 
back at city council

Even after a win in Nova 
Scotia Supreme Court, 
Brindi’s legal troubles 
aren’t over. 

Francesca Rogier, who 
fought in court for the life 
of her dog Brindi, was 
served a summons with 
three charges on it. It hap¬ 
pened on Monday, three 
days after the court ruled 
that animal control offi¬ 
cers don’t have the right to 
sign euthanasia orders in 
non-emergencies. 

The charges — dog run¬ 


ning at large, dog attack¬ 
ing another dog, and fail¬ 
ing to comply with a muz¬ 
zle order — were issued 
just under the wire since 
the city had six months 
from the incident to issue 
a summons. Brindi is ac¬ 
cused of breaking free and 
attacking a guide dog in Ju- 

iy- 

“Once they knew the rul¬ 
ing was in, the first thing 
they did was get summons 
issued up for me because 
they knew if they waited 
another day they’d never 
be able to do it again,” Ro¬ 
gier said.

woman for Halifax Region¬ 
al Municipality, said they 
were waiting for the court 
case to wrap up before is¬ 
suing any charges.

Brindi’s fate is still some¬ 


what up in the air. But if 
she is to be put down, it’s 
likely a provincial court 
judge will have to sign the 
order. 

“These charges will be 
dealt with and what hap¬ 
pens after that, I’m not 
sure,” Story said. 

Rogier got to visit with 
Brindi last weekend for the 
first time in months. She 
said her dog looked over¬ 
weight and has picked up a 
few bad habits. 

The court date for the 
charges is Feb. 3. Rogier 
said she’s speaking with 
her lawyer about what 
they’re going to do. 

Girl’s acquittal 
overturned 

court An acquittal of a 
young offender was 
overturned by an appeals 
court last week. 

On Feb. 19, 2007, a girl, 
upset that her sister stole 
her purse, prompted her 
mother to call police and 
tell them she wanted her 
daughter out because she 
couldn’t control her. 

Officers tried to get the 
girl to leave, but she 
became “agitated and 
aggressive,” according to 
the court documents. 

Officers then tried to ar¬ 
rest her and she took a 
swing at one. She then 
kicked both in the face. Af¬ 
ter backup arrived, a Taser 
was used to subdue her. 

The trial judge acquitted 
the girl saying the arrest 
was unlawful, but Justice 
M. Heather Robertson said 
last week the police officers 
were doing the right thing 
by arresting the girl. 

She also entered convic¬ 
tions of assaulting police of¬ 
ficers and resisting arrest.

licences Watching city hall 
debate animal issues is kind 
of like seeing someone at a 
drug store buying condoms. 

They’re extremely self- 
conscious about it, but 
they’ve just got to do it. 

So it was with extreme 
trepidation that council de¬ 
bated dropping dog licences 
last night. Some councillors 
think it’s more expensive 
than it’s worth. 

Council has been freque¬ 
ntly lambasted for its seem¬ 
ingly endless rounds of cat 
bylaw debates. Indeed, most 
councillors looked afraid to 
even say the word “cat” last 
night, with some stopping 
mid-sentence to avoid it. 

But with time to renew 
dog licences coming up, 
some think hunting people 
down to renew is too costly. 

“We’re wasting a hell of a 
lot of money on collecting 
licence fees. We could just 
make this easier if we don’t 
have to woriy about it,” said 
East Dartmouth-The Lakes 
Coun. Andrew Younger. 

There were only 6,700 li¬ 
cences given out to dogs in 


2007, but that doubled last 
year when owners were giv¬ 
en a “one-time” price of 
$10. While debating the pri¬ 
ce drop, some councillors 
felt it was a waste of time. 

“If a responsible pet own¬ 
er would take the initiative 
to put... a little tag on their 
dog, that’d be the same ef¬ 
fect as licensing without the 
ongoing costs,” said Spiy- 
field-Herring Cove Coun. 
Steve Adams. 

Deputy Mayor David 
Hendsbee said the whole re¬ 
newal problem could be 
avoided with one-time reg¬ 
istration for life. Then he 
dropped the C-bomb. 

“I don’t understand why 
we can’t get something sim¬ 
ple like this forwarded. On¬ 
ce you’re done with dogs in 
a productive way, then you 
extend it to cats,” he said. 

The collective groan that 
followed was so loud Mayor 
Peter Kelly had to order 
council to calm down. 

Staff will come back with 
more data next week, when 
the issue will be decided.

Barack Obama is royalty, 
said Hemy Bishop, execu¬ 
tive director with the Black 
Cultural Centre for Nova 
Scotia. 

Obama’s spirit and inspi¬ 
ration just makes him 
something more, Bishop 
said. 

“He’s a king.” 

A small crowd of staff 
and visitors watched the 
historic inauguration on 
TV at the centre yesterday. 
He said they didn’t hold a 
big party because many 
people were watching it 
elsewhere or wanted to be 
at home to watch the cov¬ 
erage from Washington, 
D.C. 

“The word that came to 
my head was spellbinding,” 
Bishop said. “He knew what 
he had to do to make an im¬ 
pact in the society in which 


we live.” 

Obama commented on 
the occasion by saying that 
while a generation ago his 
father couldn’t get a seat at 
some restaurants, he is 
now president. Bishop said 
it wasn’t so much a com¬ 
ment about race, rather it’s 


about acceptance based on 
character, not superficial 
aspects. 

“When you look at the 
character, hard work and 
ability to overcome obsta¬ 
cles that’s society at its 
best,” Bishop said. 

“The fact that his is a pi¬ 


oneer or adventurer is 
what makes this so special. 
The highest civic office in 
the land of America is in¬ 
credibly powerful and the 
word he used was ‘hum¬ 
bled.’ That testifies to me 
that this guy doesn’t take 
this for granted.”

Injuries rise thanks to icy roads

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hospitals Icy streets sent 
so many people to the hos¬ 
pital yesterday morning 
that the QEII had to go in¬ 
to emergency mode. 

The hospital was already 
busy when it got a spike of 
patients coming in with 
broken and bruised limbs 
from slipping on ice. 

That overwhelmed the 
facilities, leaving the hos¬ 
pitals without enough 
beds to treat everyone. 
Eventually doctors called a 
“code orange” to get more 
help. 

“Normally you’d be go¬ 
ing into your own room to 
be checked out by a physi¬ 
cian. In this case, they had 
run completely out of 
those rooms so we were

lined up on chairs in the 
hallway with the doctors 
walking along checking 
everybody out,” Chris Maj- 
lca said. 

Majlca slipped and hurt 
his wrist. After waiting 
three-and-a-half hours, he 
was told it wasn’t broken, 
but his doctor had already 
seen four broken arms be¬ 
fore him. 

The problem was so 
many people coming in 
with similar injuries. Hos¬ 
pitals generally see a 
range of patients going to 
different departments. But 
when so many people 


come in with the same ail¬ 
ment, one section can be 
overwhelmed. 

The doctors needed to 
do something, but there 
was no code for being 
overly backed up. So they 
improvised. 

“Unfortunately our 
codes don’t cover every 
scenario. So the physicians 
on duty at the time said 
‘we need some extra re¬ 
sources. We need some 
support, so we’re going to 
activate the code closest to 
this to activate that sup¬ 
port,” said hospital 
spokesman Peter Graham. 

“A code orange is specif¬ 
ic to an external event out¬ 
side of the hospital, in the 
community. It’s some sort 
of casualty event where 
we expect a lot of patients 
to arrive in a short period 
of time.”

Oilsands pollution 
plan lacking: Report 


Pipeline delayed, activists happy 


Pollution will continue to 
plague Alberta’s oilsands 
despite plans to pipe harm¬ 
ful greenhouse gases deep 
underground, according to 
documents obtained by 
Torstar News Service. 

Part of the task of clean¬ 
ing up the oilsands involves 
capturing carbon dioxide 
emissions and storing them 
in geological reservoirs in 
western Canada. 

But, despite proposed na¬ 
tional caps on air contami¬ 
nants, chemicals linked to 
acid rain, respiratory prob¬ 
lems and ozone depletion 
could escape into the at¬ 
mosphere at an even faster 
rate, thanks to an estimat¬ 
ed tripling of production 
from one million barrels a 
day in 2007 to 3.4 million 


• Environmental groups are 
hoping the delay of a major 
pipeline project that would tie 
Quebec and Ontario con¬ 
sumers to oil from Alberta will 

barrels a day in 2017. 

Sequestration (as carbon 
dioxide storage is known), 
by capturing about 200 
megatonnes a year of car¬ 
bon dioxide, is expected to 
reduce greenhouse gas 
emissions by almost 80 per 
cent in 2017, says an Envi¬ 
ronment Canada study ob¬ 
tained under the Access to 
Information Act. 

But, the study notes: 
“There are emissions of 
C02 and air contaminants 


allow awareness of the pro¬ 
gram's potential ecological im¬ 
pact to grow. Alberta oil is re¬ 
portedly the most carbon- 
heavy oil in the world. 

resulting from the genera¬ 
tion of the energy required 
by (carbon capture and stor¬ 
age) facilities. The C02 
emissions offset the vol¬ 
umes captured by the facili¬ 
ties, while the air contami¬ 
nant emissions add to the 
load on the environment.” 

The June 2008 study pre¬ 
dicts emissions of sulfur 
dioxide, the main ingredi¬ 
ent in acid rain, will rise by 
up to 34 per cent by 2017.

UN head visits Gaza 


Voicing shock and anger 
at the “heartbreaking” 
devastation, U.N. 
Secretary-General Ban Ki- 
moon visited the Gaza 
Strip yesterday after Israeli 
attacks killed 1,300 and 
left thousands homeless. 

Israel was set to with¬ 
draw its remaining troops 
before the inauguration 
of Barack Obama as U.S. 
president. His predecessor 
George W. Bush endorsed 


the three-week offensive as 
a legitimate response to 
Hamas rocket fire. 

Since a ceasefire took 
hold on Sunday, Hamas 
has demonstrated it re¬ 
mains in charge. It held 
“victory” rallies to coincide 
with Ban’s visit. 

“I have seen only a frac¬ 
tion of the destruction. 
This is shocking and alarm¬ 
ing,” Ban said, condemn¬ 
ing the “excessive use” of 


force by Israel as well as 
militants’ rocket salvoes. 

Ban demanded an in¬ 
quiry and, if need be, the 
guilty to be held to ac¬ 
count. He criticized 
Hamas, but said Israel used 
“excessive force.” 

Israel blames Hamas for 
fighting around civilians 
and sites run by the United 
Nations, which supports 
much of Gaza’s population 
of 1.5 million. reuters 


Deaths of lawyer, 
reporter provoke 
protest in Chechnya 

SHOOTING Thousands of 
protesters in Chechnya 
yesterday demanded the 
Russian authorities bring 
to justice the killers of a 
human-rights lawyer and a 
reporter who were gunned 
down in central Moscow. 

Stanislav Markelov, a 
lawyer who fought against 
the early release of a 
former Russian tank com¬ 
mander imprisoned for 
the murder of a Chechen 
girl, was shot dead less 
than a kilometre from the 
Kremlin after a news brief¬ 
ing on Monday. 

A reporter for the 
Novaya Gazeta newspaper, 
who was walking down 
the road with Markelov, 
was shot in the head when 
she ran after the killer. 
Anastasia Baburova later 
died in hospital. 

Markelov, 34, represent¬ 
ed the family of 18-year-old 
Elza Kungayeva, whose 
murder in 2000 became a 
symbol of human-rights 
abuses in war-ravaged 
Chechnya. reuters

Barack Obama’s first sen¬ 
tence to the American 
people as U.S. president 
was, “I stand here today 
humbled by the task 
before us, grateful for the 
trust you have bestowed, 
mindful of the sacrifices 
borne by our ancestors.” 

Sometimes, a moment of 
history catches the world 
by surprise with its sheer 
enormity. 

Standing on the terrace 
of the Canadian Embassy 
in Washington, D.C., yes¬ 
terday, hundreds of Cana¬ 
dians, Americans and oth¬ 
ers stared toward the west¬ 
ern front of the U.S. Capi¬ 
tol building in rapt silence, 
their faces merging with 
images of the vast crowds 
that surrounded them, 
multiplying across a giant 
TV screen. 

And when Barack Oba¬ 
ma took his solemn oath of 
office as America’s 44th 
president, their cheers 
magnified as though the 
barriers of colour, creed, 
politics and nationality 
had dissolved together into 
one human voice of global 
significance. 

Canada and the United 
States have had their dif¬ 
ferences, and America was 
seldom more embattled 
with friends as well as foes 
than during George W. 
Bush’s administration. 

But as Obama made his 


inaugural address, reach¬ 
ing out to “each nation 
and every man, woman 
and child who seeks a fu¬ 
ture of peace and dignity,” 
his words held meaning 


for people far beyond his 
own shores. 

“This is the fulfilment of 
an old dream and the be¬ 
ginning of a new dream,” 
said Wale Ade Sanya, an 


Ottawa investment broker 
whose family originated in 
Nigeria. 

“It’s a large dream, the 
dream of one world.” 

His sentiments were 


echoed by many who stood 
moist-eyed as Obama took 
the oath as president of 
Canada’s most important 
international partner.

Obama, a practising 
Christian, spent several 
years of his childhood in 
Indonesia, the most popu¬ 
lous Muslim nation. His 
American mother, Ann 
Dunham, married Muslim 


Indonesian Lolo Soetoro af¬ 
ter the end of her marriage 
to Obama’s Kenyan father. 


“To those who cling to 
power through corruption 
and deceit and the silenc¬ 


ing of dissent, know that 
you are on the wrong side 
of history; but that we will 


d extend a hand if you are 
g willing to unclench your 
| fist,” Obama said.

Many Muslims were an¬ 
gered by the U.S.-led wars 
in Iraq and Afghanistan 
and the opening of a 
prison for foreign terror¬ 
ism suspects at the U.S.

The review is a tool com¬ 
monly used by a new 
administration to delay so- 
called “midnight 
regulations” put in place 
by a former president be¬ 
tween the election and in¬

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Dollar falls 
as rate cut 
disappoints 

The Canadian dollar fell 
versus the U.S. currency 
yesterday as the 
greenback rallied, but re¬ 
covered some losses after 
the Bank of Canada cut its 
key overnight lending rate 
to a 50-year low. 

The Bank of Canada cut 
its key interest rate by 50 
basis points to one per 
cent and predicted a peri¬ 
od of falling prices this 
year as a recession takes 
hold. It signalled that fur¬ 
ther cuts may be on the 
horizon, but said it would 
judge carefully “to what 
extent further monetary 
stimulus will be required.” 

The Canadian dollar rose 
slightly to 79.31 US cents 
from 78.90 US cents imme¬ 
diately after the bank’s an¬ 
nouncement, but was still 
down from its close of 79.70 
US cents on Monday. 

The currency may have 
firmed after the rate deci¬ 
sion because a few market 
players were betting on a 
larger, more aggressive cut 
by the central bank to bol¬ 
ster the Canadian dollar, 
said Michael Gregory, sen¬ 
ior economist BMO Capital 
Markets. reuters 


Suncor posts rare 
$ 215 M loss in Ql 

oil Suncor Energy Inc. re¬ 
ported its first quarterly 
net loss of $215 million in 
16 years yesterday, down 
from a year-earlier profit

S omewhere, Jackie 
Robinson was cart¬ 
wheeling yester¬ 
day. That was the 
word from Don 
Newcombe, Robinson’s 
old friend and teammate. 
It was Robinson, of 
course, who busted Major 
League Baseball’s colour 
barrier in 1947, when he 
became its first African- 
American player. 

Newcombe, who joined 
Robinson with the 
Dodgers two years later 
and emerged as a super- 
star pitcher, remains an 
official spokesman for the 
club in Los Angeles. And 
he told me tears streamed 
down his face as Barack 
Obama was inaugurated 
as U.S. president yester¬ 
day. 

“It’s impossible to artic¬ 
ulate what Jackie and I 
went through,” New¬ 
combe, 82, said via tele¬ 
phone. “We couldn’t eat 
in the same restaurants or 
pee in the same wash¬ 
rooms as white players. 
Jackie went through a liv¬ 
ing hell because he was 
the first. He was viewed as 
evil. 

“And so to be alive now 
and to see Obama becom¬ 
ing president is truly in¬ 
credible. I wish Jackie 
were alive. I wish he could 
see this. He’d have been so 
happy, so relieved. I’m 
sure he’s doing cartwheels 
today.” 

Robinson died in 1972 
of a heart attack. He was 
only 53.

Riding shotgun rules for the iPod generation 


S ay you’re driving and 
the person riding 
shotgun has been on 
his cellphone for 50 
minutes or so.

Something in 
that vein. Do you have the 
right then — according to ac¬ 
cepted shotgun guidelines — 
to take his cellphone away 
from his mouth and ear, and 
move it closer to one of his 


other orifices? I don’t know 
either. I’m just asking. 

Because the basic rules for 
calling and riding shotgun 
have been around a long 
time, but technology has 
undergone tremendous 
change of late, and this is 
impacting the driver and 
front-seat passenger rela¬ 
tionship, and possibly not 
always in a good way. 

Of course, some Western 
pulp fiction writer, coined 
the term “riding shotgun” 
back in the 1920s, referring

to the armed guard that sat 
next to the driver of a stage¬ 
coach. It became entrenched 
in popular culture and be¬ 
gan to gravitate to the auto¬ 
motive vernacular in the 


mid-1950s, when it was 
heard almost eveiy week on 
the TV series, Gunsmolce. 

Everyone must be famil¬ 
iar with the basic rules, 
such as: The first person to 
yell “shotgun” gets to ride 
in the front seat; shotgun 
may only be called if all oc¬ 
cupants of the vehicle are 
outside and on the way to 
said vehicle; early calls are 
strictly prohibited; the driv¬ 
er has final say on all ties 
and disputes, and has the 
right to suspend or remove 


all shotgun privileges. 

I love shotgun philosophy 
because it entails so much of 
what it is to be human — 
luck, timing, skill, friend¬ 
ship, accommodation, sur¬ 
vival of the fittest, accept¬ 
ance, responsibility, and the 
pursuit of a code that every¬ 
one can agree on, but one 
that also needs constant revi¬ 
sion and vigilance. 

To that end I think people 
should take more pride in 
their shotgun roles. If you’re 
yakking on the cell or groov¬ 


ing to you personal iPod or 
scrolling your Blaclcberiy for 
big whacks of time then I 
believe you’re really letting 
the side down. Just because 
you actually don’t have to 
wield a shotgun while rid¬ 
ing shotgun doesn’t mean 
you should lower your 
guard, or your standards of 
companionship.

How many times has the 
Mini’s handling been com¬ 
pared to a go-kart? Enough 
for me to visit a couple of 
lcart-racer buddies who were 
doing some testing at Good- 
wood Kartways. They 
thought the car was a hoot, 
and confirmed its dynamics 
were somewhat akin to 
their high-powered karts. 

Thanks to some bespoke 
suspension tuning and 
sticky 205/45R17 Continen¬ 
tal ContiSportContact 
footwear, the Mini’s all 
ready quick reflexes are 
notched up to chihuahua- 
on-amphetamine levels 
here. Turn in is crazy quick 
and the upgraded Works 
brakes require a light touch. 
With the Sport button on 
the console engaged, steer¬ 
ing and throttle responses 
sharpen. It takes a little 
while to recalibrate your in¬ 
puts to drive this car 
smoothly. 

One thing you can’t 
smooth out is the ride — on 
rough roads you’ll think 
you’re sitting in a paint shak¬ 
er. However, when lasering 
through bends and feeling 
the neutrality in the chassis 
all is forgiven. 

On the flip side, this car 
settles into a comfortable 
cruiser at 120 km/h with the 
little turbo four humming 
away at 2800 r.p.m. My 
tester had a lovely tan 
leather interior and the 
$1900 JCW Comfort Pack¬ 
age that includes a large 
double sunroof, heated 
front seats, automatic cli¬ 
mate control, rain sensing 
wipers and auto headlights.

sounded veiy good too. Fit 
and finish are exemplaiy.

Externally, the JC Works 
Mini gets a more aggressive 
front fascia with unique 
grill inserts, 16-spolce light¬ 
weight alloys, a large rear 
spoiler, and a pair of 
honkin’ chromed exhaust 
tips that broadcast a pretty 
sexy bark. 

Yes, the 2009 JC Works Mi¬ 
ni might be as cute as a pup¬ 
py, but beware, it pulls like 
one too.

n the land of Samsung 
and lcimchee, there’s a 
cultural phenomenon 
that’s moved out of 
the underground and 
into the sights of national 
tourism marketers. 

South Korea is king of B- 
Boy dance culture, routine¬ 
ly sweeping up internation¬ 
al awards for a pursuit that 
most would more closely 
associate with the streets of 
New York City. (It was 
there, during the 1970s, 
that a variety of dance 
styles fused together and 
became a key part of the 
burgeoning hip-hop scene 
— today’s B-Boys can trace 
their roots to that era.) 

In the 1980s and 1990s, 
the movement came to 
South Korea, where it’s 
been practised and honed. 
South Korean B-Boys ap¬ 
propriated American 


moves but improvised 
their own touches, and 
now the country boasts 
about 100 crews who com¬ 
pete in international 
championships and regu¬ 
larly beat out competitors 
from the U.S. 

The Drifterz Crew, three¬ 
time winners of the U.K. B-

the reason Koreans make 
such great B-Boys.

If there’s any truth to the 
old adage “if it ain’t broke, 
don’t fix it,” Hollywood 
sure as heck doesn’t heed 
it. American movie studios 
are infamous for purchas¬ 
ing pictures that are 
hailed as masterpieces in 
their respective 
homelands and, instead of 
simply releasing them as 
is, remake them for west¬ 
ern sensibilities. 

The latest foreign hit to 
get the marketable make¬ 
over is the blood-freezing 
2003 Korean ghost stoiy A 
Tale of Two Sisters, which is 
being westernized by direc¬ 
tors Thomas and Charles 
Guard as The Uninvited — 
it opens in theatres on Fri¬ 
day. While the merits of 
this version remain unde¬ 
termined, the film is in line 
with Hollywood’s near 
decade long mining of pop¬ 
ular Asian thrillers for prof¬ 
it. Sometimes, as in Gore 
Verbinski’s The Ring — a re¬ 
make of the Japanese hit 
Ringu — the results are 
rather good. 

More often than not, 
however, they’re dismal 
white-washed shadows of

their former selves; witness 
the American riffs on One 
Missed Call or Shutter if you 
dare. 

Not every remake stems 
from foreign origin, howev¬ 
er. In fact the worst con¬ 
tender is unquestionably 
Gus Van Sant’s completely 
perfunctory, scene-for-scene 
1998 stab at Hitchcock’s un¬ 
touchable American thriller 
Psycho. 

Leeching off Joseph Ste- 
fano’s original screenplay 
and Hitch’s masterful story¬ 
boards, Van Sant’s redux 
was a preposterous art 
house stunt that alienated 
casual viewers and raised 
the bile of purists. 

The most compelling re¬ 
makes are ones driven by 
filmmakers with defined es¬ 
thetics. David Cronenberg’s 
operatic rethinking of the 
beloved ’50s B-movie chiller 
The Fly works because the 
director chose to simply 
take the framework of the

original and graft his own, 
very personal sensibilities 
on to it. 

Similarly, Alejandro 
Amenabar’s Spanish psy¬ 
chological drama Open 
Your Eyes was recast with 
Tom Cruise in the lead and 
remade by Cameron Crowe 
in 1999 as Vanilla Sky to 
great effect. Crowe’s version 
obeys the mind bending 
narrative of the original but 
is saturated with the pop 
music and cocky dialogue 
Crowe so adores. 

Time will reveal if The 
Uninvited can stand on its 
own as a relevant remake 
but the fact remains that 
Hollywood is still far too fi¬ 
nancially frightened to take 
theatrical chances on for¬ 
eign product without bank¬ 
able stars. 

And if you don’t believe 
me, just wait until JJ 
Abrams unleashes his up¬ 
coming remake of the re¬ 
cent Swedish vampire mas¬ 
terpiece Let The Right One 
In later this year. Again ... if 
it aint broke, for heavens 
sake, you better have a real¬ 
ly good reason to fix it.

Fruity One-Pot 
Lamb 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 tbsp (15 ml) vegetable oil 

1 2/3 lbs (800 g) best neck 
lamb chops, cut into 
pieces 

2 onions, sliced 

2/3 lb (300 g) carrots, 
peeled and cut into batons 

1 1/2 tbsp (20 ml) red or 
white wine vinegar 

3 cups (700 ml) chicken 
stock, hot 

1/2 tsp (2 ml) ground 
turmeric 

1/2 tsp (2 ml) ground 
cumin 

3 sprigs of fresh thyme 

2 bay leaves 

salt and freshly ground 
black pepper 
1 cup (250 ml) long-grain 
white rice 

3/4 cup (175 ml) dried apri¬ 
cots, halved 

1/2 cup (125 ml) sultanas 

TO GARNISH 

Bay leaves 

METHOD: 

1. Heat oil in large flame¬ 
proof casserole dish, add 
half the meat and briefly 


brown on both sides. 

Drain and remove to plate, 
then repeat with rest of 
meat. Add onions and car¬ 
rots to dish, cook for 5 
minutes, then add wine 
vinegar and cook over 
high heat 2 minutes, 
scraping up meaty bits. 

2. Pour in hot stock, then 
add turmeric, cumin, 
thyme, bay leaves and salt 
and pepper to season and 
bring to the boil. Reduce 
heat, return meat to casse¬ 
role, cover and simmer 1 
hour. 

3. Add rice, apricots and 
sultanas to casserole and 
cook 20 minutes, stirring 
after 10 minutes, until rice 
meat are both tender, 
(stock will be absorbed.) 
Remove bay leaves and 
thyme, check for season¬ 
ing and serve hot.
